The sheet and 
pillows aro blood-stained. Mrs. Brown ad- 
mits all this, but does not say that she killed 
Somers. She is a handsome womaji,of about 
8!! years. Somers was a carpenter nud was 
prosperous, and she says sho could have had 
iio motive for Idlliiig him, as sho was going to 
muiry him.
